When to Complain 


Complaining is an all too common 
habit. One expects it’ among the un- 
saved, but unfortunately Christians fall 
into it, too. The weather, taxes, strikes, 
Government red tape, crowded restau- 
rants, and trains—all stir up much 
grumbling. Strange as it may seem, the 
Bible sanctions one subject for com- 
plaint. This comes to light in three 
versions: The Segond and Synodale 
translations in French, and Rotherham’s 
in English. The last renders Lamenta- 


tions 3:39 as follows: “Why should a 
living son of earth complain, [Let] a 
man [complain] because of his sins?” 
Dr. Vansteenberghe, Co-Director of the 
Belgian Gospel Mission, who has just 
arrived in this country, says that the 
verse containing this thought brought 
comfort to him and other believers dur- 
ing the German occupation of Belgium. 
Every one of us has reason to complain 
of —that is, lament—our sins. If we 
see their blackness and magnitude 
against the dazzling white background 
of God’s holiness, other supposed - rea- 
sons for complaint will vanish. Let us 
rather be thankful that “he hath not 
dealt with us after our sins; nor re- 
warded us according to our iniquities”’ 
(Psa, 103:10).

“He That Doeth the Will 
of God. . .”

God’s. “Men will praise thee, when thou

N THE Christian life, and especially 
in the Lord’s service, there is great 


need to realize that -spiritual vic- 
tories are not gained without a struggle, 
but are ever accompanied by correspond. 
ing intervals of affliction. Trial is the 
inevitable handmaid of triumph. “We 
are appointed thereunto,” said Paul in 
his First Letter to the Thessalonians. 
Peter spoke of this in no uncertain terms 
in his First Epistle when he said, “Be-

me see anew the vanity and futility of 
dead religion. But one more thing they 
make me see: ‘the world passeth away.’ 
. Kings and nations rise and make 
their name in the world, usually at 
the expense of great suffering for the 
masses. And then what is left? Crum- 
bling ruins and pathetic history. ‘Crowns 
and thrones may perish, kingdoms rise 
and wane, but the Church of Jesus con- 
stant will remain.’ ... ‘But he that doeth 
the will of God abideth for ever.’ What 
have the world’s great men left behind 
them? Suffering, and ruin and vanity. 
What have God’s men left? Blessing 
and treasure for eternity, often by pour- 
ing out their own lives for others. 
Thank God, we are of that number, of 
that ‘great multitude, which no man 
could number,’ who shall stand and wor- 
ship before the throne of Him that 
liveth for ever and ever.”” It is well 
when a young Christian sees things in 
their right light, for he has his life be- 
fore him. Part of the verse to which 
the soldier referred is on D. L. Moody’s 
grave at Round Top, at Northfield, Mass.: 
“He that doeth the will of God abideth 
for ever” (1 John 2:17). In his early 
years Moody gave himself coniiee® an 
to God, and ee wai aoe he began goes 
to this day. édls and will 
men who place themselves “in His thnde, 
for His pleasyre.” AE 
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lovéd, think it not strange’ concerning 
the flery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened 
unto you: but rejoice” (1 Pet. 4:12, 13). 
And John made no attempt to shelter 
the children of God from reality when 
he frankly warned, “Marvel not, my 
brethren, if the world hate you” (1 John 
3:13). 

In no other portion of the Scripture 
is this truth more evidently set forth 
than in the Book of the Acts. It is a 
gripping story of triumph and trial, of 
victory and adversity. We live again 
with the saints of old as at one moment 
the tide of the battle turns gloriously 
in their favor, and then in the next 
their hopes have been tumbled to almost 
certain defeat. At one time the Church 
has risen to great heights of spiritual 
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success. At another it has been driven 
to its knees in an agony of intercessory 
prayer. ° 

In the first three chapters of Acts we 
see the early church in an interval of 
triumph. They have heard the Lord 
Jesus Christ deliver His last sermon. 
They have watched Him ascend with 
mighty power into Heaven. They have 
received the Holy Ghost. They have 
courageously witnessed to the people 
and multitudes have believed, as many 
as three thousand on one occasion, and 
five thousand men—to say nothing of 
the women and children — upon another. 

It is just at this time, however, that 
God began to teach the Chufch a most 
necessary lesson. They must learn that 
the Christ life is “not a picnic, but 
a crusade”—not a “bed of roses,” but 
a warfare. The muscles of faith must 
be exercised. Brotherly love must be 
tested. The power of prayer must be 
laid hold upon. The words of the Lord 
Jésus must be brought to their remem- 
brance by the Holy Spirit: “Every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit” 
(John 15:2). They are in danger now 
of glorying too much in their successes. 
They must be delivered from this subtle 
snare of the Enemy (the habit of whose 
emissaries is to glory in themselves — 
2 Cor. 10:12), as they are inexorably 
reminded of the fact that they are merely 
the branches of the Vine, and that apart 
from Him they can do absolutely noth- 
ing (John 15:5). 

Thus it is that in the fourth chapter 
we see the Church experiencing its first 
real trial. In the midst of one of their 
greatest triumphs, at which time five 
thousand men believed and were saved, 
we read: “And as they Spake unto the 
people, the priests, and the captain of 
the temple, and the Sadducees, came 
upon them... and they laid hands on 
them, and put them in hold” (Acts 4: 
1, 3). 

What a dark hour this must have been 
for the early church! How strange must 
this turn of events have seemed to them, 
and how difficult to explain! But this 
was only the beginning. In the follow- 
ing chapter we find Satan filling the 
hearts of two members of the Church 
“to lie to the Holy Ghost” (v. 3), and 
we see the apostles twice imprisoned 
(vs. 18, 26), at which time their very 


\ lives were endangered (v. 33). In the 


sixth and seventh chapters we witness 
a “murmuring” within the Church 
itself (6:1), after which Stephen is taken 
(v. 12), and later stoned to death (7: 
59). In the eighth chapter “there was 
a great persecution against the church 
. ~. and they were all scattered abroad” 
(v. 1). In the ninth chapter we find 
Saul “yet breathing out threatenings and 
slaughter against the disciples of the 
Lord” (vy. 1); and in the same chapter, 
following his conversion, he himself is 
forced to leave both Damascus and Jeru- 
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salem when the Jews seek his life (vs. 
23-25, 29, 30). And then in the twelfth 
chapter we see Herod killing “James the 
brother of John with the sword” (v. 2), 
and apprehending Peter also and thrust- 
ing him into prison (vs. 3, 4). 

It was a spiritual church that emerged 
from all this persecution and difficulty. 


- It was a church that knew how to pray 


and labor in the Holy Ghost, how to 
praise God when every circumstance ap- 
peared to make a lie of the promises of 
God. It was a church that had aban- 
doned all confidence in the flesh that it 
might put on the whole armor of God, 
which knew experimentally that the 
handmaid of spiritual triumph is trial, 
that the partner of all true victory is 
adversity. : 

In the remainder of the Book of the 
Acts we see the Word of God being 
spread abroad to the Gentiles through 
the ministry of the Apostle Paul and his 
companions. It is a thrilling narrative. 
Multitudes of unsaved people are added 
to the Body of Christ. Great areas of 
unevangelized territory are evangelized. 
Europe for the first time receives the 
Gospel. Strong, virile churches are 
raised up out of heathen darkness. Great 
men, such as Timothy, Luke, Apollos, 
and a host of others (cf. 20:4), are added 
to the missionary enterprise to which 
the Holy Spirit had called Paul and 
Barnabas (Acts 13:1). And Paul’s voice 
is heard in the presence of kings and 
rulers — yea, so much so that the book 
ends with Christ being preached in no

Notes on Open Letters 
Did Israel OfferHuman Sacrifices? 


The following letter was addressed 
to Mr. Wade C. Smith: 


Deak Mr. SMITH, 

I am a teacher of a young people’s 
class, and find your articles very help- 
ful. However, in the March issue 
of THe Sunpay ScHoot Trues I was 

uzzled by the account taken from 1 

uel 6:10-14. Upon what do you 
base your claims? Did the Israelites 
ever offer human sacrifices?—A New 

York reader. 

In his lesson article in the Tnves for 
March 9, Mr. Smith purposely hid the 
real meaning of the story —though all 
that he said was true—in order to 
help teachers arouse the interest of the 
boys. He said: “Two mothers had 
had their babies torn from them and 
shut away. Then the mothers were tied 
to a cart and sent out upon the high- 
way, along which they trudged, com- 
plaining bitterly. They came upon some 
men reaping wheat in a field, and when 
the men saw them they took the two 
mothers, slew them, and burned their 
bodies on a rock, using the wagon for 
firewood. Did you know that was in 
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the Bible? (See 1 Sam. 6:10-14)” Mr. 
Smith was careful to include the Bible 
reference, in order that anyone, looking 
it up, might see at once that the story 
related to the “two milch kine.” Mr. 
Smith replied as follows: 


I have your kind letter of the 28th, 
and I cannot express to you how much 
Ia preciate — statement that you 

Say, Fellows, —” helpful in teach- 
ing your class of young peopie. I am 
profoundly impressed by the impera- 
tive need that all of us who have any 
part in the instruction of the young peo- 
ple of today in the Word of God be “on 
our toes” in eafnestness and diligence, 
as well as on our knees in prayer prep- 
aration. It seems to me that the young 
poouse of today face the most inspir- 

and at the same time the most ter- 
rific responsibilities in the near future 
that any preceding generation were 
ever in training for. I believe their 
task will be the greatest yet. How 
mightily God will use them if they are 
yielded to His will! 


Regarding the “Say, Fellows,—” 
treatment of the lesson for March 24 
in the Trues for March 9, you state 
that you “were puzzled by the account 
taken from 1 Samuel 6:10-14.” Then 
you ask, “Upon what do you base your 
claims?” I do not understand what 
are the “claims” you refer to; but as 
that question in your letter is imme- 
diately followed by this one: “Did the 
Israelites ever offer human sacrifices?” 
it would appear that you think the 
allegory, citing 1 Samuel 6:10-14, im- 
pli “human sacrifices.” Iftnet is 


what you are thinking, s you did 
not read the text, for u will read 
1 Samuel 6:10-14 y will see that 


“the two mothers” who were sacrificed 
by the men of Beth-shemesh were 
Oo COWS. 


However, in regard to the Israelites 
offering human sacrifices, though I 
have never stated this in print, I do 
not think there is any doubt but they 
did. The record clearly indicates it. 
Look at 1 Kings 11:5-8. King Solomon 
“went after’ Ashtoreth, Milcom, 
Chemosh, and Molech. Also under 
Solomon’s son, Rehoboam, the Judaites 
“did according to all the abominations 
of the nations which the Lord cast 
out before the children of ‘srael” (1 
Kings 14:24). This idola and these 
“abominations” included the sacrifice 
of children as burnt offerings. See 2 
Kings 17:17; Psalm 106: 38; Jeremiah 7: 
31; 19:4; Ezekiel 16:21; and a great 
many other similar references. 

To prevent further misunderstanding, 
two of the passages relating to human 
sacrifice, for which Mr. Smith gave ref- 
erences, are herewith quoted in full: 
“Yea, they sacrificed their sons and their 
daughters unto devils, and shed innocent 
blood, even the blood of their sons and 
of their daughters, whom they sacrificed 
unto the idols of Canaan: and the land 
was polluted with blood” (Psa. 106:37, 
38). “For the children of Judah have done 
evil in my sight, saith the Lord: they 
have set their abominations in the house 
which is called by my name, to pollute 
it. And they have built the high places 
of Tophet, which is in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, to burn their sons and 
their daughters in the fire; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my heart” (Jer. 7:30, 31).

to the Highest

“T DON’T want to be in the pro- 
gram.” — “Neither do I.” — 
“Neither do I.” The teacher 
looked in dismay at her class of Junior 
boys. Most of them professed to be 
saved, but they came from homes where 
they never did anything but what they 
pleased. 

“Oh, boys, we must do our part. Think 
how disappointed your parents would 
be if you,had no part on the program.” 

“My folks wouldn’t care. They’re too 
busy to come to the program anyway.” 
— “My folks wouldn’t care either.” 

What was the teacher to do? “Well, 
boys, we mustn’t let the Sunday school 
down that way. I’m sure none of you 
are ‘slackers.’ ” 

No answer to this, but the look on the 
faces of some of the boys suggested 
that they might turn out to be “slackers” 
after all. The teacher realized that 
failure to take part in an all-school pro- 
gram might easily be the first step away 
from the ‘Sunday school. She must do 
something. Shé dropped her voice to a 
confidential whisper. “Do you boys 
know that there is going to be a treat 
for everyone taking part in the pro- 
gram?” 

Interested now, the boys leaned for- 
ward. “A treat! What is it?” 

The teacher smiled. “That is a secret.” 

The boys took their part in the pro- 
gram. But as soon as it was over they 
crowded around the teacher. “Where’s 
the treat?” “What is it?” Of course 
they did get the treat, but it is probably 
all they did get out of the program. 


Getting Juniors to Take Part 


‘Another class of Junior boys. — These 
boys also were saved, but entirely un- 
trained. “I don’t want to be in the pro- 
gram.” — “Neither do I,” and so. forth. 
This teacher knew just as well as the 
other one that failure to take part, in

The boys looked immensely relieved.

“No, our class will not take part un- 
less you boys choose to do so. Do all 
you boys really love your mothers?” 
The boys were astonished at such a 
sudden change of subject, but each ad- 
mitted that he loved his mother. “How 
much do you love your mother, I won- 
der? There is an easy way to find out.

Your love can be measured by how 
much you are willing to do for her 
that you would not do otherwise. Eat- 
ing ice cream does not show love for 
your mother. You would eat ice cream 
any time you got a chance, whether you 
loved your mother or not, wouldn’t 
you?”— Appreciative grins from the 
boys. — “But filling the wood box is a 
different matter. When you stay home 
to get wood for your mother, instead 
of going swimming, that really does 
show love.” (It is unlikely that any 
of these boys had done such a thing, 
but they got the point anyway.) 

“Now, all you boys say you love the 
Lord Jésus. Do you love Him enough 
to do something for Him? None of us 
would be in this program for fun. But 
it is a chance to show the Lord Jesus 
that we love Him. If we do our part 
it will bring joy to Him and it may be 
a blessing to the people who come. The 
Lord Jesus knew what it would cost 
Him to bear your sins on the cross, but 
He did not say, ‘I do not want to.’ He 
loved you enough to die for you. Do 
you love Him enough to take your part 
in this program?. I believe you do. Let’s 
ask the Lord to help us do it well be- 
cause we are going to do it for Him.” 

Every boy did his part and every one 
did well, They were given a treat also, 
but they had not been promised any- 
thing. They did their part for love of 
their Saviour and so it meant something 
to them and something to Him. 

Children who are really born again 
are often capable of more devotion to 
Christ than we realize. And they should 
always be appealed to on the highest 
ground of which they are capable. When 
we appeal to something lower, we miss 
a chance of helping them to. grow. 

Recently in a Bible camp we dealt 
with a little girl who showed greater 
spiritual understanding than many 
adults. Gwen was just ten years old. 
The second night at Bible camp she told 
one of the leaders that shé wanted to 
be saved. That night she definitely ac- 
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cepted Christ as her Saviour. Every 
night after that she asked this leader 
to come and pray with her before she 
went to bed. She was very happy and 
enjoyed every minute of the conference. 

The mail was handed out at the sup- 
per table every evening. After supper 
on Thursday evening, Gwen’s roommate 
came to one of the leaders, saying, 
“Gwen’s crying because she didn’t get a 
letter.” The leader went in to investi- 
gate. Gwen sobbed out, “I have written 
my mother three letters and I haven’t 
gotten one back.” . 

“Isn’t your mother pretty busy?” 

“Yes, Mother works at a defense plant, 
and she works at home, too.” 

“Well, then, you see it must be hard 
for her to find time to write letters.” 

“I think ‘she could write me a little 
one. I have written her three.” Gwen’s 
sobs broke out afresh. : 

“Maybe she will. Let’s ask the Lord 
for a letter tomorrow.” 

“I asked Him for one today, but. I 
didn’t get it.” 

“This time I will ask Him, too.” So 
they prayed together, and Gwen was 
comforted. 

That leader prayed several times the 
next day that Gwen would get a letter 
and most likely Gwen did, too. Both 
watched every letter eagerly, but there 
was none for Gwen that night either. 
Gwen fled to her room and flung her- 
self sobbing on her bed. The leader 
did not follow her immediately. She 
felt she had been mistaken to encour- 
age the child to expect a letter. She 
was surprised that the Lord had not 
granted this request of one of His 
“babes,” but He makes no mistakes. What 
could she do? Could she write the 
child a letter herself? That would cer- 
tainly be a poor substitute for a letter 
from home. She felt she could not go 
and speak to the little girl till she had 
a real message for her. 


When the Lord Denies Our Requests 


A few minutes later she went to 
Gwen’s room and drew the little sob- 
bing figure into her arms. “Do you 
know, Gwen, I believe the Lord Jesus 
has chosen you to be one of His special 
servants. If you were just going. to 
be a baby in the Lord’s family He might 
give you everything you cried for. But 
when He chooses someone to be His 
servant, He lets her have tests some- 
times. You are having a test right now. 
If you pass the test the Lord Jesus will 
be pleased.” Gwen was listening in- 
tently. “When we ask the Lord for 
something and He ddesn’t give it to us, 
that is a test. You may never have very 
much money to give the Lord Jesus, but 
there is something He says is more pre- 
cious to Him than gold. Do you know 
what that is? Here it is in 1 Peter 1:7: 
‘That the trial of your faith, being much 
more precious than of gold that perish- 
eth, though it be tried with fire, might 
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be found unto praise and honour and 
glory at the appearing of Jesus Christ.’ 
‘The trial of your faith’ means ‘the test 
of your faith’!. The Lord Jesus is test- 
ing your faith today. Can you look up 
to Him and say, ‘Lofd Jesus, I don’t 
know why You didn’t answer my prayer, 
but I will trust You anyway’? If you 
can do that, the Lord Jesus will like 
it more than anything you could give 
Him. Can you?” 

Gwen raised her tear-stained face and 
smiled. “Yes, I can,” she said. And she 
aid. Then she went out to play with 
the other girls. None of them had a 
brighter face than she. 

No letter came the next day either. 
But although she watched eagerly till 
every letter was distributed she did not 
run away and cry. She looked over at 
this leader and smiled. After supper 
she was asked, “Are you still trusting 
the Lord Jesus?” Again she looked up 
with a radiant smile and said, “Yes, 
I am.” a 

The conference broke up the next 

day, but we know the Lord will not 
forget His little servant. And how much 
better it was for her to learn the lesson 
of trusting in the dark than it would 
have been if she had just been given 
something to cheer her temporarily. We 
are not trying to rule out treats and 
things of that nature. (Gwen is getting 
letters now from that leader.) It ts 
only that they should have second place. 
Children, just as much as adults, can 
learn to think of pleasing the Lord first. 
They need constantly to have Him held 
up before them as the object of their 
love and trust. 
, At another camp one of the leaders 
noticed a girl weeping at the end of the 
evening meeting. It had been a simple 
Gospel address, with the speaker dwell- 
ing on the love of Christ and what He 
suffered on the cross to take away our 
sin. The leader knew that the weeping 
girl was saved. Im fact, she had been 
saved at that very camp two years be- 
fore. They had talked a day or two 
earlier about its being her “second birth- 
day.” Why, then, was she weeping? 

“Are you sick, dear? Is there anything 
I can do for you?” 

“No, I’m all right, but I never knew 
before how much the Lord Jesus suf- 
fered for me. I am not worth it. How 
could He do it!” 

Plainly the Holy Spirit was working. 
Here was another “chosen vessel.” It 
had been a Gospel meeting, not a con- 
secration meeting. But how vividly the 
words came to mind, “Ye are not your 
own, for ye are bought with a price” 
(1 Cor. 6:19, 20). 

Leader and camper sat by the fading 
fire in silent wonder and thanksgiving 
for the price of their redemption. At 
last the leader spoke. “When I was first 
saved I thought more about the bless- 
ing Christ brought to me than of the 
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price He paid. But the day came when 
He revealed to me a little of what Cal- 
vary meant to Him. In that day I said: 
‘Lord Jesus, I am not worth it. If I 
worked for Thee all my life I could 
never begin to pay Thee back for all 
Thou didst suffer for me. But I do 
realize that I am not my own but Thine. 
I have been bought with a tremendous 
price. And by Thy grace, from this day 
on, all that I am and have shall be for 
Thee.” That day I entered into a new 
fellowship with my Lord. He began to 
show me that things I had hated before, 
such as dish washing, could be done 
gladly for love of Him. Now the Lord 
has shown you a little more of what 
your salvation cost Him. Wouldn’t you 
like to give yourself to Him in a new 
way? The Lord has a right to us, body, 
soul, and spirit. He made us in the first 
place and now He has redeemed us. But 
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even so the Bible does not say, ‘You 
must yield yourself to Him; you have 
no choice in the matter.’ Instead it says, 
‘I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable 
unto God, which is your reasonable 
service.’ Will you do that tonight?” 
Leader and camper knelt together and 
another life was definitely committed to 
Christ. This happened more,\than a year 
ago, but a recent letter from her says: 


“I truly love the Lord Jesus. To know | 


Him better, to act, speak, think, do, and 
look more like Him is my all., May God 
use me as He sees fit.” 

As Christian workers, let us not be 
satisfied with winning our children to 
the Lord; let us seek every opportunity 
to challenge them to the highest, for He 
is worthy, who has called them.

Preparing missionaries for pioneer fields

Before the war Dr. Culley was a medical missionary in the Philippine 
Islands, and also explored pioneer fields in New Guinea, During the war 
he served as dean of men and associate professor of missions at Wheaton 


College. 


Returning to foreign missionary service, he has this year been 


associated with the Wycliffe Bible Translators in their Jungle Training 


Camp in southern Mexico. 


The facilities of the camp are used not 


only for thetr own workers in preparation for reaching the fifty tribes 

of Peru not yet evangelized, but are also available to candidates of other 

missions. The director of Wycliffe Bible Translators is Mr. W. Cameron 
Townsend, home office, 1305 North Louise St., Glendale 7, Caléf. 


WO years ago the Jungle Training 

Camp for missionaries was only a 
dream. The Wycliffe Bible Translators, 
who for some years have been co-oper- 
ating with the Summer Institute of Lin- 
guistics in the United States in language 
preparation of missionaries and mission- 
ary candidates, had sent workers into 
the great Central American jungle to 
reach the Lacandon Indians of Mexico, 
not far from the border of Guatemala. 
Numbering only two hundred souls now, 
they are descended from the ancient 
Mayas, who at the time of their great- 
est learning and skill were superior to 
our own European ancestors. They may 
have been contemporaries of David and 
Solomon, builders of temples to pagan 
deities while God’s people were erect- 
ing a Temple for His worship. These 
Lacandones are representative of many 
diminishing tribes, to whom no ambas- 
sador of Christ has yet penetrated. 


Where jungle and rolling pasture lands 
meet along the course of the Santa Cruz 
River, in a great valley among the moun- 
tains, is located “the place of running 
waters,” Yashoquintela, in the native 
Tseltal language. With a vision for reach- 
ing the unevangelized in many other jun- 
gies, both tropical and arctic, the Wy- 


cliffe Bible Translators have there estab- 
lished and developed a camp where lin- 
guistic and Gospel workers may get 
practical experience and instruction to 
prepare them for life in primitive sur- 
roundings. The season of 1945-46,-just 
completed, has brought together some 
twenty-five campers, most of them pre- 
paring for work among the. Amazonian 
Indians of eastern Peru. 


Every phase of the camp program is 
planned with thought of preparation for 
living where outside supplies are lim- 
ited and customary conveniences of 
civilization are unknown. We built our 
houses of jungle materials. We hunted 
game and set a fish-trap, which -sup- 
plied the table almost daily. We planted 
our gardens, fenced them against. ani- 
mals, raised chickens and turkeys.. We 
tramped jungle trails, identified edible 
plants and fruits, learned the ways of 
getting pure drinking water, erected 
overnight shelters, slung hammocks for 
sleeping. We made ropes of bark fibers 
and vines. We hollowed out a canoe 
from a tree trunk, and learned to take 
it up and down the rapids. All of us 
swam, some for the first time. We 
studied how to make simple maps of 
camp and river and trail. We saddled

and rode mules and horses, went on a 
four-day trip to the nearest post office, 
made excursions into the forest where 
the Lacandon tribe hides away. We 
built our own hangar and kept the land- 
ing strip in daily readiness for the ar- 
rival of an airplane. Visitors and sup- 
plies were flown in; we kept our letters 
ready packed to send out on a moment’s 
notice. We feasted on mail that had 
accumulated for a month! We made 
ourselves reasonably comfortable with 
chairs, beds, tables, and benches of our 
own fashioning. Our kitchen tables 
were sawed by hand from a great ma- 
hogany log. We constructed our stoves 
and ovens, prepared firewood, made soap 
and. candles, found jungle materials 
suitable for tanning and dyeing and 
making pottery and baskets. We studied 
how best to guard our health and how 
to meet emérgencies. We treated In- 
dians for ulcers, for infections of eye 
and ear, for malaria, for intestinal para- 
sites, for skin diseases, and for unknown 
diseases. We visited the sick in neigh- 
boring Indian villages, instructed par- 
ents in the care of infants, gave children 
their first experience of a bath. We 
shared in the literacy campaign, prepar- 
ing the primers and readers, and taught 
Indians to read their own language in 
three weeks without knowing it our- 
selves. We observed the material eul- 
ture of the Tseltal and Lacandon tribes, 
and studied with an experienced anthro- 
pologist the basic patterns of social cul- 
ture among primitive peoples. We 
studied and used the Spanish language. 


Life on the edge of the jungle was 
not easy, nor was it dangerous. Besides 
dormitories for men and for women, 
there were. accommodations for married 
couples, two of them. with little chil- 
dren: One couple built their own 
“honeymoon cottage,” with grass roof 
and mud-plastered walls. Our health 
was at least as good as it would have 
been at home -in the United States or 
Canada: We worked hard, following a 
fixed daily schedule: up at 6 a.m., work 
from 8 to 11 am.; study from 11 to 
12 noon and in the evening; classes 
1.30 and 7.30 p.m.; team activities in the 
jungle or on the river 2:30 to 5 p.m; 
swimming at 5 p.m.; meals at 7 a.m., 12 


noon, and 6 p.m. We slept well, ate 


heartily, avoided the use of a can opener. 
We appreciated better the struggles of 
our forefathers in settling pioneer ter- 
ritory. We thanked God for medicines 
and.enlightenment which enabled us to 
escape jungle fevers. We were tough- 
ened physically and made to anticipate, 
without fear, the prospect of a harder 
life in more distant jungles. We met 
the Lord in unfamiliar problems and 
found His provision ready at hand. We 
saw Him work miracles-in transforming 
and enriching lives. 

Along with His prepared missionaries, 
God has ordered the development of 
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modern devices for accelerating the 
evangelization of the world. The apos- 
tles reached all the known world in 
their generation. We have equipment 
which enables us to reach all the world 
known in our generation. The Chris- 
tian Airmen’s Missionary Fellowship has 
a membership largely trained for flying 
in combat or bombing. Some of these 
pilots and engineers are already in the 
process of reconversion to fly for the 
Lord. The greatest day at the Jungle 
Training Camp was the day the Lord’s 
airplane arrived—not a commercial 
plane chartered for the occasion, thank- 
ful as we were for such, but a red bi- 
plane, a four-place Waco, all for the 
Lord! Its pilot, experienced in military 
(WASPS) and civil aviation, is the first 
of many of the Christian Airmen’s Mis- 
sionary Fellowship who are prepared to 
fly Gospel workers to the uttermost part 
of the earth. And how long will the 
men let a girl-pilot set the pace? 


The coming of the camp plane meant 
much to the people of the vicinity, too. 
It meant the fulfillment of a promise. 
When the Director took steps to estab- 
lish the Jungle Training Camp, he said 
there would be a plane and a doctor and 
a nurse, to be of service to the people 
as well, “Just nice words?” thought 
the natives. But two nurses came with 
the campers, then the doctor arrived, 
and now the airplane! For His name’s 
sake, the Lord provided according to 
the promise of His servant. 

For many generations God has prom- 
ised deliverance from sin and offered 
sonship to all who receive His provision 
in the crucified and risen Saviour. “The 
grace of God hath appeared, bringing 
salvation to all men.” The name of God 
will not be adequately justified among 
men until we His servants make pos- 
sible the fulfillment of His promise. The 
hour is late. Let us not delay!

News of Mr. Jaeger’s Trip 


CCORDING to the announcement in 

the Times for April 27, Mr. Harry 
J. Jaeger, Vice-President of The Sun- 
day School Times Company, and Dr. 
Donald Grey Barnhouse, pastor of the 
Tenth Presbyterian Church, Philadel- 
phia, left the city by airplane on April 
10 for an extended tour to North Africa, 
the Near East, Europe, and the British 
Isles. When they reach England, they 
will attend the great Keswick Conven- 
tion, which will be held this year for the 
first time since the war began. 

They began their trip in a fourteen-pas- 
senger Lockheed plane of the National 
Air Lines from Philadelphia to Miami. 
On the evening of the lith, Dr. Barn- 
house addressed a gathering. of some 130 
persons on the lawn of the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Marshburn in Miami. 

The following morning they boarded a 
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twenty-one-passenger Douglas Clipper, 
bound for Trinidad. En route the plane 
grounded at Camaguey, Cuba; Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti; San Juan, Puerto Rico; 
and finally landed safely at 10.15 p.m. at 
Port-of-Spain, Trinidad. Mr. Jaeger 
writes of “gorgeous colorings in the 
water caused by the abundant reefs,” 
and of being “enraptured with God's 
wondrous creation of sky, mountains, 
and waters”—scenes that are familiar 
to those who are accustomed to flying, 
but a source of wonder to those who are 
new at it.. Looking down from the plane 
he sees “miserable native huts amidst 
the forest land with just a little bit of 
clearing to farm., Sometimes miles sep- 
arate these huts with no visible road 
leading from one hut to the other. Al- 
ready I see firsthand the tremendous 
task of the missionary, and I pause to 
commit to God those who labor thus... . 
These poor, forsaken people need this 
wonderful Gospel told to them. Yes, and 
right around us wherever we are, there 
are those who must hear, Tell them, 
you my friends and’ dear ones, as God 
permits you to, and as you are able. 
How glad I am for the opportunities 
God gives to me from time to time! 
Already we have witnessed along the 
way, leaving a tract (one of William 
Richie’s ‘God’s Message to You’) in 
the’ hands of a woman; we gave a 
Gospel of John to a taxi driver, and 
another Gospel to a son of a rabbi. Pray 
for us— we are His messengers, and we 
are willing and ready to do His bidding.” 


On the next stage of the route, from 
Trinidad to Natal, Brazil, the flying was 
rougher. “It almost seems foolish to go 
off in such weather,” records Mr. Jaeger, 
“but our pilot takes it in stride—the 
radio apparatus no doubt being the an- 
swer. It has a spiritual analogy, surely, 
that regardless of the storms, trials, test- 
ings, tribulations of life, our Pilot, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, leads the way — our 
radio equipment ... prayer and the 
Word of God.” They “crossed the equator 
at 3 p.m. (April 13), after coming down 
at French Guiana. Clearer now, the sun 
coming out again, and the 110-mile 
mouth of the Amazon passes in view 
as we fly at 9,000 feet.” The plane 
landed early Sunday morning, April 14, 
at Natal. 


It is a new experience for Mr. Jaeger 
to be in a foreign land. On that Sunday 
morning he wrote: “It is my first on 
foreign shores. I am missing the fel- 
Iowship with the saints this morning, 
and pray that my Sunday school class 
is being taken care of to the blessing 
of class and teacher. I am missing my 
loved ones, too, but it is remarkable 
how God provides in these instances.” 
Dr. Barnhouse had remained for a day 
in Trinidad. He arrived safely in Natal 
on Sunday afternoon, and, according to 
the latest news received in the Tmuves 
office, they took off together by plane 
for Africa on Thursday, April 18. 
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A. Survey of Religious Life 


and Thought

N “What About Church Unity?” (At- 
I lantic Monthly for January) Canon 

Bell makes a searching analysis of the 
matter. There are two fissures in Prot- 
estantism, one horizontal (denomination- 
alism) and the other vertical. The 
agitators for church union concern them- 
selves with the first only, which is the 
less important. Christians can get along 
well enough in their present denomi- 
national relationships, but the church 
is riven vertically by fundamental 
differences in belief, a theological 
divergence of the first magnitude. It 
has to do with “basic questions about 
man, about God, about the existence or 
nonexistence of the supernatural, about 
whether Jesus Christ is only an excel- 
lent human sage or God-made man for 
man’s salvation from man’s incurable 
folly and weakness of will.” 

“Tf you bring the denominations to- 
gethen in one, you but prepare for con- 
flict on larger battlefields.” 

Mr. T. S. Eliot has said that “the deep- 
est cleavage in human life is between 
those who believe in revelation ant 
those who deny it.” In all the major 
denominations, this chasm is apparent. 
Those who control the denominational 
machines end the Federal Council are, 
on the whole, on the side of denial. 
They give lip service to inspiration, but 
define it away. 

To neéo-Unitarians, impressed with 
man’s greatness, Canon Bell says, in a 
fine passage: 

“Becauge the race is what inherently 
it is, man gets nowhere much by way of 
progress in time. He tears down what 
his fathers built and builds again what 
his children will reduce to rubble. His 
history moves in cycles of development 
and decay. Fiercely gazing into the 
future for meaning, he rides on a merry- 
go-round which takes him over and over 
again to where he was before. This is 
what the Bible teaches. The traditional 
Christian is of the opinion that it is 
what the study of history also reveals. 

“Since there is no significance for 
man in terms of progress, since man 
cannot solve his problem by pulling at 
his own bootstraps, even such admirable 
bootstraps as science provides, man must 
and can be saved from futility only by 
the intervention of God. Christianity 
is a religion of redemption.” 


The immense Velodrome d’Hiver, a 
sort of winter sports palace in Paris, 
was the scene of a Protestant rally last 
November. The lobbies were provided 
with stands for selling Scripture and 
‘Christian literature of great variety. Be-

hind the platform was a huge canvas on 
which was inscribed, “The Gospel of 
Christ for the People of France. We 
Look for New Heavens and a New Earth 
in Which Dwelleth Righteousness.” On 
each side of the vast enclosure one could 
read Bible passages on the walls. Up 
and down the aisles passed young people 
selling Scriptures and distributing the 
programg on which were the hymns of 
the evening and also evangelical teach- 
ing. 

The splendid choir of the Oratoire 
opened with the Seventy-eighth Psalm. 
The speakers were M. le Pasteur Maury, 
who spoke on “The Entire Renewal 
of the Individual”; Pasteur Bosc 
on “The Thoroughgoing Renewal of the 
Churches”; and Pasteur Bendéit on a 
“Thoroughgoing Renewal of Public Mor- 
als.” Then came an innovation. Layfolk 


‘had the word—an engineer, M. Ber- 


geron; a mechanic, M, Klein; a doctor, 
M. Bendéit; a midwife, Mme. Gillieron, 
all testified to their Christian faith and 
how they witnessed to it in their daily 
surroundings. The audience was from 
ten to twelve thousand. 


Loud speakers at the entrance invited 
people in and extended to outsiders what 
was said within. “I noticed passers 
who stopped, listened a little, then went 
on only to turn and enter.” The Velo- 
drome faces a subway station, so that, 
between trains, many would hear a lit- 
tle of the message from the megaphones. 
Boy Scouts ushered those entering. This 
demonstration was the joint witness of 
all evangelical Protestants — Reformed, 
Lutherans, Salvationists, Baptists. Nearly 
every church had its own group col- 
porteuring Scriptures and tracts. The 
Montmartre and the Red sections of the 
city were visited as well as the fashion- 
able. 


Mr. Pierre van Paassen, brought up of 
parson stock in the Dutch Reformed 
Church and trained for the Methodist 
ministry, has been appointed by Unita- 
rians as a roving preacher for their con- 
nection. In his brilliant book, “Days 
of Our Years,” Mr. Van Paassen cari- 
catures his earlier religious environment 
in an unpleasant way. He thinks it pos- 
sible “now. to impose the human will 
upon the cosmic process,” when all the 
signs are that the human will has never 
in its history faced such an insoluble 
cosmic riddle. He declares that “the 
time has come for setting up the King- 
dom of God in the shape of a concrete 
politico-social state.” On the preceding 
page of Time, mention is made of a Rus- 
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sian bomb no bigger than a tennis ball 
with power to pulverize a range of fifty- 
three miles! 


Mozley is a distinguished name in 
Anglican theology and in Oxford life. 
One is interested then in the reflections 
on atomic power from the Rev, Dr. J. K. 
Mozley as published in the Methodist 
Recorder. He says that “on the right 
control of the developments of atomic 
energy the future of this planet humanly 
depends.” But it has other than human 
implications. This new and awesome 
phenomenon “brings eschatology, the 
doctrine of the end of this world’s order 
and system, out of the future and into 
the present.” Heretofore most Chris- 
tians have believed in some remote end 
of things with the dying down of solar 
heat, and the like. “Now it is clear 
that things do not go that way. A very 
different contingency has invaded men’s 
lives. . . . The atom bomb puts an im- 
mediate and insistent question mark 
against every calculation of the future 
that would have Been regarded as ra- 
tional and thinkable. It shows that such 
destructive forces may be let loose upon 
the world as would break man’s power 
to contrive a civilized existence.” ~ : 

Dr. Mozley thinks anything like Mr. 
van Paassen’s humanitarian “Kingdom 
of God” a mere will-o’-the-wisp. “An 
immanent Kingdom of God in this 
world, which is not destined to be be- 
yond.this world, contradicts the sub- 
stance of the Gospel and can never 
therefore be the form under which the 
Gospel may be proclaimed.” 

“All merely secular eschatology has 
the verdict of ‘purposeless’ written upon 
it.” In other words, the world passeth 
away with its institutions -and social 
improvements. It is only he who doeth 
the will of God that abideth forever. 

“The atom bomb turns the most power- 
ful of are lights on that truth. We may 
expect unmoved the possible oblitera- 
tion of human hopes for this world’s 
better life. This world, in what it is 
and what it may become, does not be- 
long to the things unshaken and un- 
shakable. Never in it can the purposes 
of God come to their fulfillment: Over 
against every kind of secular eschatology 
the Christian sets the eschatology of the 
Gospel. ‘Maran-Atha, our Lord, come!" 
That is the Christian prayer of long ago, 
and so it remains” (Abridged). 


After listening to Dr. Mozley’s wise 
and solemn words one turns to the re- 
port of the U.N.O. meeting in London 
—man’s present hope for a humani- 
tarian “Kingdom of God.” A covrage- 
ous Washington psychiatrist commented 
some months ago on the drinking habits 
of many Congressmen and on the. in- 
evitable consequences for legislation of 
alcohol-obfusecated minds. The United 
Nations Organization Conference at San 
Francisco was held under the sign of, the 


‘bottle, and now come similar reports 
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from its London meetings. . Time. for 
January 21 stated that. the Methodist 
owners of Westminster Hall, loaned. to 
the United Nations, refused to allow the 
sale of drink in their building, but that 
“the Anglicans opened up Church House, 
not two hundred yards away, and per- 
mitted establishment of the best-stocked 
bar in London.” 

Which does not add to the dignity of 
U.N.O.; rather it adds a touch of the 
squalid. One can but contrast a U.N.O. 
Committee made up of Byrnes, Connally, 
Mrs.. Roosevelt, and the rest with the 
portentous crisis of present human his- 
tory as lit up by atomic threats. 

In Cromwell’s day they would have 
met to pray in Church House or in its 
equivalent building. 


Contact, organ of the Christian Busi- 
ness Men, gives further interesting de- 
tail of the late Mr. R. M. Maxwell, chair- 
man of that organization in Charles 
Town, West Virginia. 

“The activities which made him so 
well known and dearly loved were 
crowded into a ministry of only ten 
years. It was in 1935 that he began 
to go wherever he received an invita- 
tion to teach Bible. classes and witness 
for Christ. Out of his Bible class at 
Charles Town grew the church known 
as the City Bible Center, which sends 
out the Gospel over the radio, in rural 
and mining areas of the state, and in 
jails and hospitals, as well as in foreign 
missionary work. He emphasized three 
steps, ‘Get saved; get to Bible school; 
get to the mission field. Many young 
people went to Bible school because of 
his influence and help. 

“The walls of his office were lined 
with Gospel texts, and few people ever 
came to see him on business without 
receiving the Gospel from him. Scores 
who came to seek employment, or to 
see him on other business, found Christ 
as their Saviour as they knelt on the 
carpet in his office. He was faithful in 
witnessing to Jews, and won a number 
of them to Christ. His business was 
conducted on the principle that God’s 
business demands first consideration. He 
was often absent for weeks at a time 
in his teaching and missionary travels, 
but God continually increased the vol- 
ume of sales, and he gave Him credit 
for it. He lived in the Word of God, 
customarily rising at 5 am. for two 
hours of Bible study and prayer. In 
his final illness he was much used of 
the Lord in witnessing to doctors, 
nurses, hospital attendants, and friends 
who called. He had perfect peace with- 
out bitterness at being taken at the age 
of fifty-one, when still in the prime of 
his powers, and he rejoiced in the knowl- 
edge that he would soon be with Christ.” 


Repudiation by the Mikado of his own 
divinity might well have been used as 
a feature in the Gilbert and Sullivan 
comedy of that name. It is in line with 
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the disemboweling of the cork-stuffed 
Russian saints in the crypt of the Cathe- 
dral of Kiev who, so the Russian peo- 
ple were taught, were preserved from 
decay by the odor of their own sanctity. 
It might well be followed by the re- 
nunciation of supernatural claims and 
titles by the Papacy; by the abandon- 
ment by ritualists of the pretension to 
be the special repositories of the Holy 
Spirit, transmitted by priestly line from 
the apostles. 


Missions can never be successfully 
developed without much prayer and 
great faith. When these are wanting 
they fade into mere schoolteaching and 
futility. Furthermore, missions have a 
program which was given them by the 
Lord Himself. It has no limitation on 
time or extent. If this program is re- 
duced to anything below the standard 
of “every creature” and to the greatest 
immediacy, it shrivels. The professor 
of missions in Union Seminary, Dr. 
Daniel J. Fleming, does not seem to 
realize this. His are worldly-wise plans. 
He writes of “The World Task of the 
Church”: 

“Throughout the first two and a half 
decades of our period, missionary 
thought was under the influence of the 
slogan ‘the evangelization of the world 
in this generation.’ Excessive efforts 
were made to enter every accessible 
field, and work was extended in many 
countries until it became excessively 
thin. About 1918 there began to be 
a reaction against this overextension. 
Surveys and reports of recent years rec- 
ommend a more intensive policy, and in- 
sist on the wisdom of quality rather than 
quantity in work. Increasing costs and 
lowered income have furthered this 
trend so that many societies have at- 
tempted to be less diffuse.” 

When the words of faith, “the evange- 
lization of the world in this generation,” 
were accepted and acted on, missions 
flourished mightily. When they were 
laid aside, missions declined. Dr. Flem- 
ing continues: 

“Contributions reached their maxi- 
mum about 1920, beginning their de- 
cline well before the depression. .. . 
Instead of quite confidently planning 
policies on the basis of an indefinitely 
expanding budget, mission administra- 
tions have now had to face the possi- 
bility of a permanently reduced budget, 
since the capacity for giving on the part 
of the wealthy and those of moderate 
means is decreasing.” 

The date given coincides roughly with 
the’ control of seminaries and certain 
missionary societies by anti-Christian 
influences. Contributions then began 
their march into newer and evangelical 
missionary enterprises. Since then there 
has been an immense increment of mis- 
sionary giving: outside official church 
societies. This movement has both spir- 
itual quality and missionary quantity. 
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It aims at spreading the Gospel as 
widely and as quickly as possible, trust- 
ing the Holy Spirit to co-operate in 
deepening and intensifying the life of 
men and communities after their evange- 
lization. It is Paul’s method — “striving 
to preach the gospel where Christ has 
not been named.” 


Mission Notes. — A conference at 
Chungking, China, ten days in length 
and of 200 young Chinese Christians 
from forty colleges, is reported on by 
Mr. Horace Williams in Brown Gold. 
Among them were many Crusaders who 
work with Dr. Chia Yu Ming, saint, 
author, teacher, and pastor of the Chung- 
king church. Also he was founder of 
Spiritual Seminary, just outside von 
king. Asa result of this 


volunteered to give their’ liv 


volunteered to gv that ved ore 


of West China,. and nearly half the con- 
ference expressed their intention to 
enter mission work later, 

Mr. Williams describes a fine isisieeie 
at Peipi near by, pastored by two Chi- 
nese women, Miss Liag and Miss Hu. 

Swedish missions in Chinese Turkestan 


have been closed by Russian influence * 


and the missionaries driven down into 
India. Here they have undertaken to 
preach the Gospel to the 300,000 Moslems 
of the Bombay Presidency, and their 
ministry has already borne fruit in the 
conversion of a Western-trained Indian 
doctor, formerly an ardent Moslem. 
These fine Swedish missionaries have 
also utilized the time of exile from their 
field to finish the translation of Scrip- 
ture into Turki, the language of the 
Tungans of Central Asia. This transla- 
tion could be read also by some sixteen 
million Turki in North India. 

Mr. Walfred Rodman is interested in 
the 50,000 Mexican nationals who have 
come into California under Government 
contract. In Arizona there are said to 
be 150,000 more, and throughout the 
Southwest a million of Mexican stock. 
He has been visiting the Government 
camps of peach pickers—eleven in a 
radius of twenty miles from Turlock — 
and for four years has gone weekly to 
the Bear Creek Camp at Merced where 
some 800 Mexicans are working. He 
preaches and uses Miss Ridderhof’s rec- 
ords. He has been, too, at the Del 
Monte orchards where Calipac, the Cali- 


fornia Packing Company, employs a — 


thousand men. There is need of evange- 
lization in the cotton plantations around 
Merced, at Fresno during the grape har- 
vest, the asparagus fields on Union Island 
near Stockton, as well as in Govern- 
ment camps in Arizona, Oregon, and 
elsewhere. 


How much we have to be ashamed of 
even in our Christian past! We think 
with pride of Archbishop Cranmer, that 
father of the English Reformation, who 
signed a retraction of the Reformatian 
faith and then, when brought to the 
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stake, held out his hand unflinchingly 
into the fire until it was burned to a 
cinder—that “unworthy right hand” 
that had signed retraction. Yet Cran- 
mer himself had condemned a poor 
woman to be burned in King Edward’s 
time for her religious opinions and in 
spite of the King’s tears and protest on 
the impropriety of Protestants resorting 
to the cruel methods which they repro- 
bated in Catholics. 

And I think also of a letter written 
by that really well-intentioned leader of 
New England Puritanism, Cotton Mather, 
dated September 15, 1682, and directed 
“to ye aged and beloved Mr. John Hig- 
ginson.” It had to do with William Penn, 
en route to America. 

There is now at sea a ship called the 
Welcome which has on board an hundred 
more of the heretics and malignants called 
Quakers with W. Penn, who is the chief 
scamp at the head of them. 

The General Court has accordingly given 
secret orders to Master Malachi Huscott of 
the brig Porpoise to waylay the said Wel- 
come slyly, as near the Cape of Cod as may 
be, and make capture of the said Penn and 
his ungodly crew so that the Lord may be 
glorified and not mocked on the soil of this 
new country, with the heathen worship of 
these people. Much spoil can be made by 
selling the whole lot to Barbadoes where 
slaves fetch good prices in rum and sugar, 
arid we shall not only do the Lord great 
service by punishing the wicked but we 
shall make great good for his ministers and 
people. 

Master Huscott feels hopeful, and I will 
set down the news when the ship comes 
back. Yours in the bowels of Christ, 

Cotton Mather. 

And in our own day. In the early 
years of the last century, in Liverpool, 
windows of ship-stores firms exhibited 
chains, handcuffs, and other irons for 
use on slave ships, just as in our own 
shop windows are great displays of alco- 
holic poison for bringing men into even 
worse slavery of habit and disease, dis- 
ease which, more often than is suspected, 
passes on to the unborn. And how halt- 
ing is our church testimony against this 
evil! 

After a revolution in El Salvador 
(Central America) a poor Salvadorean, 
intoxicated in the street, was heard cry- 
ing out, “What shall I do with my new- 
found liberty?” What has been done 
with the personal liberty that has fol- 
lowed Repeal? The answer is written 
in statistics of insanity,’ crime, disease, 
juvenile delinquency. 

And in short rations for millions! 
Since the war began English brewers 
alone have used 4,200,000 tons of grain 
and 1,008,000,000° pounds of sugar. If 
that had been cut in half there would 
have been on hand two million tons of 
grain and 250,000 tons of sugar to tide 
starving Europe over last winter. 

And there are those who think the 
drink question a minor matter! 


The ancient rift between the son of 
the Bondmaid and the son of the promise 
still subsists, the bitterest opposition to 
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a Jewish national home-corning from the 
children of Ishmael, the Arabs. In 
March, 1945, delegates from Egypt, Syria, 
the Lebanon, Trans-Jordan, and Saudi 
Arabia drew up the charter of the 
League of Arab Nations. The King of 
Yemen has also accepted it, and the 
charter now represents thirty-seven mil- 
lion people. This Arab Federation is 
spoken of by some as “only a stone in 
the edifice of the whole Islamic world.” 
One should not in this connection over- 
look the Moslem plan to erect a purely 
Moslem state in India to be called Pak- 
istan, which is designed to draw into it 
the thirty-five million Mohammedans of 
India living in predominatingly Hindu 
provinces and to expel all Hindus from 
Mohammedan areas. This Moslem Em- 
pire would relate itself to Persia, Af- 
ghanistan, Arabia, Egypt, and North 
Africa. The unjust British operations 
in Java tend to bring the large Indo- 
nesian Mohammedan group also into the 
Moslem coalition. 

The Arab League is hostile to Zion- 
ism. This hostility goes so far that a 
committee of the Egyptian Senate is 
proposing to sell the land in Egypt en- 
dowed for the benefit of the Holy Shrines 
of Mecca and Medina and, with the pro- 
ceeds, prevent Palestinian lands from 
falling into the hands of Jews. Another 
proposal is to secularize the Mohamme- 
dan El Azhar University in Cairo to 
make it a counterweight to the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. Arab coun- 
tries are raising a fund of £1,600,000 for 
purchasing Palestinian land, and the re- 
cent Women’s Congress in Cairo sug- 
gested a similar scheme of purchase of 
land away from Jewish hands. 

The Committee on Economic Co-oper- 
ation of the Arab League is also propos- 
ing tariff protection of Arab countries 
from the flooding production of Zionist 
factories in Palestine. 

So the poor Jew in Eretz Israel can 
only repeat the words of Father Jacob, 
“All these things are against me.” 


But there is a brighter side, and this 
is described in the American Mercury 
for December. Palestine is in little dan- 
ger from these enemies. The Egyptian 
Army is an impotent force of 20,000; 
Syria has no army; the desert nomads 
are too far away to operate, and finally 
35,000 Jews who served in the British 
Army are quite competent to defend 
their land. The industrialization of Pal- 
estine is proceeding to the extent that 
output in 1944 ($160,000,000) was double 
that of 1943. Instead of being an object 
of charity, as formerly, the Jews of 
Palestine raised in the last three years 
$9,200,000 Tor relief of their suffering 
brethren in Europe. Europe’s best in- 
dustrial workers have fied thither — 
dressmakers, fashion designers, per- 
fumers, auto mechanics from Paris and 
Vienna; diamond cutters, glass blowers, 
shipbuilders from Amsterdam; leather 
craftsmen, glove workers, interior deco- 
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rators from Budapest; scientists, engi- 
neers, chemists, optical and steel workers 
from Berlin; pharmacists, shoemakers, 
laboratory technicians from Prague; 
geologists, oil drillers, petroleum spe- 
cialists from Bucharest; garment and 
textilé workers from Warsaw and ‘Lodz; 
goldsmiths and canners from Belgrade; 
stevedores and shipwrights from Athens 
and Salonica. : 

Palestine has become one of the largest 
diamond-cutting centers of the world, 
sending last year $9,000,000 of industrial 
cut diamonds to the United States. Pal- 
estinian shipbuilders turn out fishing 
trawlers equipped with Diesel engines 
manufactured in Palestine. Palestinian 
medicines, serums, vaccines, cosmetics, 
vitamins, salves, penicillin are found in 
drugstores from Casablanca to Cairo. 
Soft drinks made from Palestinian fruit 
concentrates are popular in the Near 
East. Tel Aviv is the fashion center of 
the whole Near East. 

Haifa steel is said to be equal to 
Swedish, and from the Dead Sea come 
potashes, bromides, chlorides, bleaching 
powders, and fertilizers. 

The Arabs in these chemical plants re- 
ceive $3.50 a day as against a wage of 
forty cents in the same industry in 
Egypt. Instead of being driven out they 
are immigrating thither from other Arab 
lands. Palestine has the lowest Arab 
infant mortality, lowest general death 
rate, and highest birth rate in Arab 
countries. 

As to climate Palestine has been com- 
pared to Southern California. Jews 
coming from Palestine to New York .in 
summer complain bitterly of the heat. 
Mt. Carmel is dotted with picturesque 
summer resorts. Water polo is a favo- 
rite sport, and there is a golf course on 
the Dead Sea shore! The dead hand of 
England, holding up immigration, is the 
chief thing complained of at present. 

Brief Notes 

A great demand for Scriptures is re- 
ported among the 30,000 Polish coal 
miners in Belgium. 

Mr. Vandervalk, evangelizing French 
Catholics in New Brunswick, has been 
visiting Bible schools in the West of 
Canada and the United States, and has 
enlisted fifteen or more young people to 
give their lives to French evangeliza- 
tion. A new French Bible school has 
been started in Montreal to train French 
Canadians as missionaries to their own 
people. 


The Oriental Missionary Society re- 
ports that its native leaders, in spite 
of acute suffering from privation of all 
sorts, are not asking anything for them- 
selves. Their appeals are for haste in 
reorganizing the Bible seminaries. “Our 
poverty-stricken Korean Christians gave 
yen 7,000 in one meeting to make tem- 
porary repairs, so that classes for train- 
ing evangelists could be started imme- 
diately.” of

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


UE and lasting peace and hap- 

| piness are never to be found in 
self-indulgence of any kind. He 
who lives to gratify his natural desires, 
which, because of the Fall, are all per- 
verted and therefore inclined to sinful- 
ness, will fail in_the very thing that he 
seeks to obtain. It is as we mortify the 
deeds of the flesh and live for the bless- 
ing of others fhat we obtain the great- 
est joys of lifé. Wheén born of God, His 
love “is shed abroad in our hearts by 
the Holy Spirit, which is given unto us” 
(Rom. 5:5). as the seal and earnest of 
our full redemption (Eph. 1:13, 14). 
When the great aim in life is to glorify 
the One who has saved us, we gladly put 
off the carnal and put on the spiritual. 
Until Christ is known, we are all in 
danger of making the same mistakes as 
those made by the rich, but fdolish and 
selfish landowner in the parable which 
we, have here, and, like the young man 
who went away sorrowful because he 
preferred the temporary enjoyment of 
his wealth to a life of self-abnegation in 
loyalty. to Christ, Zacchzus, too, before 
he was won by grace, was guilty of the 
same blunder. He supposed happiness 
was,to be gained by accumulating 
wealth. But neither money, nor ease, 
nor -self-indulgence of any kind can 
satisfy the soul of man, in which, as 
Solomon tells us, God has put eternity 
(Eccles. 3:11, R.V.). The path of self- 
denial in loving. subjection to the Lord 
Jesus Christ is the path of peace. There 


are no regrets in after days because of 
having been too devoted to Him or hav- 
ing been too particular about living 
according to the example which He has 
left us (1 Pet. 2:21). 


The Historical Setting 


The three incidents referred to in this 
lesson took place at various times dur- 
ing our Lord’s earthly ministry. He re- 
lated the Parable of the Rich Fool after 
having been pressed to interfere in a fam- 
ily feud, in order to show the folly of 
covetousness. He encountered the rich, 
young ruler when on the way to Jerusa- 
lem the last time; dnd on the same 
journey, as He came to Jericho, He re- 
vealed His grace to Zacchzus, whose 
whole life was changed by this blessed 
contact. 


Verse by Verse 


Luke 12:19—“Take thine ease, eat, 
drink, and be merry.” These words ex- 
press the attitude of the selfish pleasure- 
seeker, who imagines that worth-while 
pleasure is to be found in self-indul- 
gence. The rich fool’ describéd in this 
parable thought only of self. He wanted 
to live his own life in his own way, but 
he reckoned without God, by whom he 
was soon summoned into a hopeless eter- 
nity. 

Verse 20—“This night thy soul shall 
be required of thee.” Perhaps it was a 
heart attack brought on by riotous liv- 
ing, or a sudden stroke, the result of 
overeating and drinking, that ended his 
earthly existence. But back of it all 
was the voice of God calling him to ac- 
count. He had to leave all his wealth 
to be enjoyed by others. 


Chap. 18:24——“How hardly shall they 


that have riches enter into the kingdom 
of God!” The reason is that those who 
have abundant means are only too apt 
to allow their temporal accumulations’ 
to come, as the young ruler did, between 
their souls and God. 

Verse 25.—“Easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of God.” 
The “needle’s eye” is generally considered 
to refer to a small doorway, through 
which travelers might be admitted to a 
city after the main gate was closed at 
nightfall. A laden camel could not pass 
through such a portal, but, if unloaded, 
one might get through on its knees! All 
men, whether rich or poor, must take 
the place dt repentance to enter the way 
of life. 

Verse 26.—“Who then can be saved?” 
The query was a natural one. Doubtless 
the astonished listeners thought it was 
the poor and lowly who would have dif- 
ficulty meeting God’s claims. They were 
to learn that the riches and comforts 
of life often prave greater hindrances 
than poverty and distress. 

Verse 27.—“The things which are impos- 
sible with men are possible with God.” 
Conversion is a divine process in the 
soul. God can work even in the case of 
those who are surfeited with wealth. 

Verse 28.—“Lo, we have left all, and 
followed thee.” Peter spoke as though 
there had been great sacrifice in the 
attitude he and his fellows had taken. 
But what they had given up for Christ’s 
sake was as nothing compared with what 
they should receive. 

Verses 29, 30.—“Manifold more in this 
present time, and in the world to come 
life everlasting.” He who has surren- 
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dered anything for the sake of the Lord 
Jesus will find abundant reward in 
Christ’s service here on earth and then 
kas all eternity in which to enjoy the 
fullness of divine provision. 


Chap. 19:1.—“Jesus entered ... Jeri- 
cho.” This was not the ancient Jericho, 
which was destroyed under Joshua, but 
a later one. A Roman customhouse was 
located there. 


Verse 2.—‘Zaccheus . . .. chief among 
the publicans, and ... rich.” This told its 
own story. As a tax collector, serving 
the Romans, Zacchzeus was considered a 
traitor to his own nation. His wealth 
proclaimed his highhanded methods of 
extorting all he could from the Jews 
of that city. 


Verse 3—“He sought to see Jesus.” It 
was perhaps more than idle curiosity 
that caused this. His conscience may 
have been in exercise and some way, 
having heard of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
he felt He had what was needed to 
bring peace and rest. 


Verse 4.—“He ran before, and climbed 
up into a... tree.” He was a short 
man and he thought that, by climbing 
into a tree he could see without being 
seen. 


Verse 5.—“Jesus ... looked up.” He 
knew all about this publican and was 
actually seeking him, though as yet Zac- 
cheeus did not realize it. Jesus called to 
the man hidden among the leavés, say- 
ing, “Zaccheeus, . . . come down; for to 
day I must abide at thy house.” It was 
an astounding announcement and ‘must 
have thrilled the heart of Zacchzeus as 
much as it shocked the rigid formalists. 


Verse 6—*“He . . . came down, and re- 
ceived him joyfully.” Without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation, the publican opened 
his home to the Lord. What went on 
inside that house, beyond the closed 
door, no ore outside could know; but 
it was to change the whole life of Zac- 
cheeus. 


Verse 7.—“When they saw it, they all 
murmured.” The onlookers found fault 
with the Lord Jesus for going to be a 
sinner’s guest. They did not realize that 
all were sinners and if He were enter- 
tained by anyone else it would be by a 
sinner, too! . 

Verse 8—“Behold, Lord, the half of 
my goods I give to the poor.” It was 
after the meal was over and they were 
out of the house that this declaration 
was made. The heart of the publican had 
been won for Christ. He could no 
longer cling to ill-gotten gains. It is 
always thus when there is a genuine 
work of God in the soul. 

Verse 9.—“Salvation is come ... as 
he also is a son of Abraham.” That is, 
Jesus saw in him a man of faith and 
through faith he had been transformed. 

Verse 10.—“The Son of man is come to 
seek and .to save .... [the] lost.” Zac-

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chzeus was lost, but so were they all.

The Heart of the Lesson 


It is a sad mistake to permit anything 
whatsoever, or any habit of any kind, 
to keep one from coming to Jesus and 
acknowledging Him as Saviour and Lord. 
Riches are not’in themselves evil. It is 
not wicked to accumulate wealth if done 
honorably. But it will prove a terrible 
blunder, which can never be rectified, if 
the possession or pursuit of wealth or 
pleasure hinders the soul from getting 
right with God.

The Chief Publican. The Lord Jesus 
was entering the city of Jericho. As He 
entered the city He would pass the cus- 
toms house, which was at the entrance 
gate on the side nearest to the river. It 
was there, in all probability, that Zac- 
chzus had his office, for he was the 
chief publican. No one admired a pub- 
lican. Such a one was looked upon as a 
traitor to his own people. The Jews 
were looking for a time when the prom- 
ised Messiah would appear to deliver 
them from the power of Rome. They 
detested the Imperial Government and 
hated to be taxed by it. What made it 
worse was that the position of tax col- 
lector was sold to the one who offered 
the most money for it. He who secured 
the position imposed heavy taxes on the 
people so as to reimburse himself for all 
he had paid for his pesition and to ob- 
tain a good living besides. If he were a 
reasonably honest man he could do well, 
but if he were a rogue or a rascal, he 
might accumulate vast wealth. Zac- 
chzeus was the chief among the publi- 
cans, and he was rich. This tells its 
own story. We can well understand why 
the Jews detested him; he had made 
himself wealthy by oppressing his own 
people. 


Summaries and Applications . 


The trouble with the rich fool was the 
same as that which characterizes many 
today: he lived only to gratify self and 
so he lost out in the end. 

The rich, young ruler was a far more 
pleasing character than the one whom 
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mistake of refusing to yield his life to 
Christ. 

Zaccheeus, though hated and looked 
down upon by the self-righteous, faced 
his sins and found salvation through re- 
ceiving the Lord Jesus Christ. As a re- 
sult, his whole life was changed.

Pedro was having such a grand time, 
he neglected his mine. He ceased get- 
ting things done. The neglected mine 
flooded, and no longer produced. Pedro 
was soon left with nothing but his white 
elephant palace where he lived in a 
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couple of rooms that became furry with 
old dirt. 


‘“But God said unto him, Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shali be required of thee” 
(Luke 12:20).—When God calls a man a 
“fool,” it is certain he merits the epi- 
thet. What foolishness it is for a man 
to imagine his soul can live on the‘things 
he stores in the warehouse ! 

And what utter foolishness for a per- 
son to regulate his life and plan his 
future without taking God into consid- 
eration ! 

There are many “fools” mentioned in 
the Scriptures. The following are seven 
samples: 

Atheistic— Psalm 14:1 
Mocking — Proverbs 14:9 
Slanderous— Proverbs 10:18 
Meddling — Proverbs 20:3 
Contentious — Proverbs 18:6 
Self-confident — Proverbs 28:26 
Idolatrous — Romans 1:22 


“Then whose shall those things be, 
which thou, hast provided?” (Luke 12: 
20..—I have in my possession a book 
entitled, “Dying Testimonies,” by S. B. 
Shaw. One of the testimonies recorded 
in it is that of a man who had spent his 
life amassing a fortune. 

When he came to die, his wealth was 
no satisfaction to him, but, on the con- 
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trary, it cost him great anguish to realize 
fully that he had spent his life accumu- 
lating things to the neglect of his soul. 

While this realization was upon him, 
a neighbor came in, and sensing the 
mood he was in suggested that some- 
thing be done to quiet his mind and 
fears, and recommended a game of cards. 

The wealthy man replied: “Cards 
for a dying man! How contemptible — 
going into eternity! These are not what 
I want; I want mercy !” 

A little later his son came into his 
room and said, “Father, what arrange- 
ments, if any, do you wish to make in 
regard to the property?” 

He said: “I have given all my life 
to gain property; I cannot take a dollar 
with me. The law and the family will 
have to take care of that; I want to take 
care of my soul now. Property avails 
nothing now; I want mercy !” 

How sad for one to wait until late in 
life to receive this new and proper 
sense of values; for God, who is rich in 
mercy for His great love wherewith He 
loved us, even when we were dead in 
sins, enjoins us to “remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth, while 
the evil days come not, nor the years 
draw nigh, when thou shalt say, I have 
no pleasure in them” (Eccles. 12:1). 
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“And, behold, there was a man named 
Zaccheus, which was the chief among 
the publicans” (Luke 19:2) .—It is always 
an interesting time when Chief meets 
chief! The Lord Jesus Christ is “the 
chiefest among ten thousand [or 
myriads]” (Song of Sol. 5:10); and is the 
“chief Shepherd” (1 Pet. 5:4). 

This Chief met and confounded the 
“chief of the devils [demons]” (Luke 
11:15); He met and silenced the “chief 
priests” (Luke 20:1-8); He met and con- 
quered the “chief” of sinners (1 Tim. 1: 
15); and in our lesson He met and saved 
“the chief among the publicans” ! 


“And he sought to see Jesus” (Luke 
19:3).—Some strange and harsh things 
have been said about curiosity. St. Au- 
gustine, for example, in his “Confessions” 
uses the expression, “This disease of 
curiosity.” And Byron in “Don Juan,” 
says, “I loathe that low vice curiosity.” 
Curiosity regarding forbidden and evil 
things.can be a disease and a vice, but a 
bit of curiosity concerning that which is 
proper and vital can prove healthful and 
helpful. Think of what Zacchzeus would 
have missed had he not sought to see the 
Lord Jesus! 

I like what Samuel Johnson wrote 
about curiosity. He calls it “one of the 
most permanent and certain character- 
istics of a vigorous intellect.” 

The experience of Zacchzus on this 
occasion is a striking example of the 
aphorism that “a seeking sinner and a 
seeking Saviour soon meet.” 

Zaccheeus sought to see Jesus, and the 
“Son of man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” 

Zacchzeus found, as does everyone who 
joyfully receives the Lord Jesus Christ, 
that the real values are not “meat and 
drink; but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost” (Rom. 14:17).

Topic and Scripture: 


Finding a New Friend 
(Luke 19:1-8) 


ID you ever get in a crowd, you little 

children, and you couldn’t see a 
thing but feet and legs all around you? 
Just a wilderness of grown-up legs! I 
think Zacchzeus must have felt the way 
you did, only it wasn’t legs he saw, it 
was other people’s shoulders and necks, 
He stood on his tiptoes, but still he 
couldn’t even get a peep at Jesus. 

He had a bright idea! So he wrig- 
gled through the crowd and ran down 
the street and climbed into the big syca- 
more tree. Now he could see the crowd 
as they came. He had a front row seat 
for the whole program. He would be 
able to see Jesus, and see everything He 
did. 

He watched as the Lord came nearer. 
Now He was right under the tree. And 
He stopped and looked up and said, 
“Zacchzeus, hurry and come-down, for 
I am going to your house today to be 
your guest.” Don’t you think Zacchzus 
almost fell out of that tree? I know he 
did. And he ran ahead of the crowd 
to his house, and sent the servants 
scurrying around to get a feast ready, 
for he said, “Jesus is coming to be our 
guest today !” 

Do you know what happened that day 
in Zacchzus’ house, while the wicked 
Pharisees stood outside and made re- 
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marks about Jesus being the guest of a 
man who was a sinner? Zacchzus be- 
lieved on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
became a saved sinner. 

What do you think was the first thing 
Zacchzeus did after he came to know 
Jesus as his Friend and Saviour? He 
told Jésus he was going to give half of 
his goods to the poor, and give back 
four times as much as he had taken un- 
fairly from any person. That might 


-take a good deal of money, for he was a 


tax collector, a publican, and very rich, 
for tax collectors were not very honest. 

Zacchzeus. was in earnest. He wanted 
to do what Jesus would want him to do. 
He was much more anxious to please 
the Lord than most Christians are now. 

Zacchzeus had found the Lord, and He 
was more to him than all his riches. He 
not only was willing to give away a large 
part of his wealth, but he was willing 
to be made fun of by the leading citi- 
zens of Jericho. 

They were shocked. “The idea of 
Zacchzeus taking this Jesus of Nazareth 
home to be his guest! We'll just have 
to cut Zaccheeus off our visiting list. Too 
bad, for he’s very rich.” Did he care? 
No, he had the Lord of Glory for his 
Friend. 

Do children make fun of you for going 
to church and Sunday school? Do they 
laugh at you for going to Child Evange- 
lism or other weekday Bible classes? 
Don’t you care, for the Lord Jesus Christ 
is your Friend. Or haven’t you believed 
on Him, and accepted Him as your Sav- 
iour? ._Do it today. 

Some day soon this world that has 
rejected Christ is going to see Him com- 
ing in power and great glory to judge 
those who have refused to have Him for 
a Saviour. How glad you will be then, 
that He is your Friend!

Topic and Scripture: 


Zacchzus Finds a New Friend 
(Lake 19:1-8) 


O SUGGEST the main points in the 

story, draw on the blackboard sev- 
eral money bags or piles of coins, a tree, 
a flat-roofed house with door, the frac- 
tion %, and “x 4.” If pupils know the 
story, different ones may tell the parts 
suggested by the designs. If the story 
is unfamiliar, pupils may read the les- 
orl verses to find what each design 
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was in the same business as Zacchzeus? 
(Matthew or Levi, Luke 5:27, lesson for. 
April 14.) What did Zacehzeus and Levi 
do alike for the Lord? (Entertained 
Him in their homes; also, each obeyed 
whatever the Lord told him to do.) 


Draw an American house on the black. 
board. Do you know a house the Lord 
Jesus would like to get into today? 
Would He like to get into your home? 
He won’t walk right in unless some of 
you invite Him. Zacchzeus scrambled 
down out of the tree in a hurry and was 
glad to take the Lord Jesus home. You 
are the one the Lord Jesus is asking 
today to take Him to your home. How 
can you do that when He isn’t here as 
a man to walk along with you? He 
comes into your heart by His Spirit, 
and then He goes wherever you go, home 
and everywhere else. He says, “Behold, 
I stand at the door [of your heart], 
and knock: if any man [or boy or girl] 
hear my voice, and open the door, I 
will come in to him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). Will 
you be as quick as Zacchzeus to reply, 
“Yes, Lord Jesus, come into my heart- 
house now, and then go home with me”? 
Shall we close our eyes, and each one 
of you answer the Lord’s knock on your 
heart’s door? Can you now say, “Christ 
liveth in me”? (Gal. 2:20.) Then He 
will be going home with you to your 
home. 


Let’s look back at Zacchzeus again. 
When the Lord came into his house, 
some things had to go out. What were 
they? Selfishness and cheating. And 
Zacchzus got busy at once and made 
right the wrong things he had done. 
People would really believe he was. a 
Christian when he went that far! But 
if he had kept on getting all the money 
he could just for himself, and cheating 
and lying to get richer and richer, would 
the neighbors.or his own family believe 
him when he said he was a Christian? 
Your own family and the neighbors will 
be able to see whether Christ lives in 
you or not by whether you are kind and 
honest. Sometimes the other children 
in the family are unkind and.cross. Can 
you give them a lot of your kindness? 
can you be unselfish? At school and in 
games it is so easy to cheat and lie. Can 
you be honest even if you get the lowest 
score? You can, because the Lord Jesus 
lives in you, and He can. “The desire 
of a man is his kindness: and a poor 
man is better than a liar” (Prov. i9:22, 
Memory Verse). 

Perhaps there are some things you 
must make right to get a real new start. 
Can you go this afternoon to the person 
you lied to or took something from, and 
make it right? Then both you and the 
Lord will be so happy! “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness” (1 John 1:9).

world. The more “things” they have, the 
more their attention is inclined to center 
around earthly matters instead of God: 
On the other hand, He “giveth us richly 
all things to enjoy,” and since there is 
so much in this world to make one re- 
joice and turn one’s thoughts to our 
Creator-Saviour, there should be no de- 
sire to love that which draws one away 
from God. He who is rich in Heaven’s 
blessings may find it hard to tell whether 
he is rich In the things of this world or 
not.

As He came through Jericho 
a crowd followed Him, and Zacchzus 
left his tax office and stepped out upon 
the street to get a glimpse of Him when 
He passed by. But the crowd thronged 
Jesus, and Zacchzeus was small of stat- 
ure, so that he was unable to get a fair 
look at this Person who was stirring 
up the people wherever He went. Be- 
cause he was a short man and unable 
to see over the shoulders of the crowd, 
and being intent upon seeing the 
Stranger, he ran ahead of the crowd to 
a sycamore tree by the wayside and 
climbed up into it that he might have 
a good view. ¥ 


Oh, how gracious Jesus is! He is 
always so ready to encourage the least 
effort on the part of anyone to make 
contact with Him. He stood still when 
He came to the sycamore tree and, look- 
ing up at Zacchzeus perched there, called 
him by his name and told him to come 
down, for He would dine with him that 
day. What a sensation it caused in the 
crowd! And Jesus’ enemies were quick 
to criticize Him for going to eat with 
a publican and a sinner. But the episode 
ended in a complete transformation in 
the life of Zacchzeus, and from that time 
on he Was a chosen disciple of the Lord 
Jesus, living a life of. victory over his 
besetting sin, which was avarice. 

What I want you to think of here, fel- 
lows, is this: the tremendous and glori- 
ous consequences that may come through 
the simple but earnest effort to get a 
fair look at-Jesus Christ. It may even 
be done without a very definite sense 
of sin, merely because of curiosity, as 
might have been the case with Zacchzeus. 
But when one does get that fair look 
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at the Son of God, the overwhelming 
conviction of sin comes, and we know 
we must have this Saviour—or else. 
“For God, who commanded the light to 
shine out of darkness, hath shined in 
our hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ” (2 Cor. 4:6). If 
you really want to see the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Holy Spirit will show Him to 
you clearly as you read His Word. The 
Bible is in a very real sense a photo- 
graph album of Jesus Christ. It is more 
than that. It is a living, moving, talking 
picture of the Lord Jesus. By reading 
the Word of God, Spirit-guided, you can 
today see and hear the Lord Jesus very 
much more clearly than Zacchzeus or 
any of His disciples saw or heard Him 
in those days. It is simply an unspeak- 
able opportunity to look upon and be- 
hold the most matchless Personality the 
world has ever known. 

The story is told that on one occasion 
Robert G. Ingersoll, the notorious atheist, 
was riding on the train with his friend, 
Gen. Lew Wallace, who himself was also 
an atheist at that time. General Wallace 
had written “The Light of Asia” and 
other literary productions in which he 
had shown the world his genius. Inger- 
soll said, “Wallace, why don’t you write 
a novel based upon the fantastic story of 
the four Gospels; it would make a great 
hit.” General Wallace decided to ac- 
cept the challenge; and in order to pre- 
pare himself for the task, spent several 
weeks in an intensive study of the Gos- 
pels according to Matthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John. In that study the Holy Spirit 
revealed Jesus Christ to him as his Sav- 
iour — he a lost sinner. The result was 
that marvelously beautiful and thrilling 
story of “Ben Hur,” which God has so 
wonderfully used to help many a sinner 
see the Lord Jesus Christ in His saving 
and keeping power.

needle’s eyes.” The wooden gate in the 
gateway at Damascus was probably con- 
structed within the last century, and may 
go back: to patterns of the Turkish period 
of A. D. 1500, or perhaps even to Crusad- 
ing times (A.D. 1100). Any evidence of 
such a gate in the New Testament period 
is lacking. 

Furthermore, the word used by Luke 
for “needle” is a special Greek word 
(beléne), being the particular word for 
a surgical needle.t Quite a different 
word for “needle” is used in the parallel 
accounts of this event (Matt. 19:24; Mark 
10:25), being the common word for a 
needle used to sew (raphis, from rapto, 
“to sew”2). The use of the common 
word by Matthew and Mark and the 
special word by Luke shows that the 
Bible writers had in mind an actual 
needle, whether an ordinary one or a 
surgical needle, and not just some gate 
called “the needle’s eye.” Jesus’ hearers 
would have been quite familiar with 
needles, inasmuch as many have been 
found in the archaeological discoveries 
at such places as Gezer in Palestine, 
showing the prevalent use of needles in 
Bible times.3 


The Greek word for “camel” is 


‘kamelos, while the word for “cable” is 


kamilos.4 From time to time, popular 
magazines have carried short articles ex- 
plaining that Christ was referring to the 
difficulty of getting a cable or rope 
through the eye of a needle. The evi- 
dence, however, for such an explana- 
tion is again lacking. While the two words 
are similar in Greek, they are not the 
same. The best manuscript evidence 
supports the reading of “camel.” 

What, then, did Christ mean, when he 
said that it is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle than for a 
rich man to enter the Kingdom of God? 
He was stating an impossibility. It is 
impossible for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle, and it is impossible for 
a tich man’to enter Heaven as a rich 
man, or by virtue of his riches. If he 
enters Heaven, it will not be. as a rich 
man (or a poor man, for that matter), 
but as a sinner saved by grace. 

The disciples understood that Christ 
was citing an impossibility when He used 
the figure of a camel and a needle, for 
they exclaim, “Who then can be saved?” 
(Luke 18:26.) Their very words show that 
it was not a question of causing a sad- 
dleléss camel to wriggle through a small

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gate, but that an impossibility was be- 
ing set forth. Christ’s answer was that 
the things which are impossible with 
man are possible with God (Luke 18: 
27). It is impossible for the natural.man 
to see how a righteous God can save a 
sinful man, but the answer to this was 
furnished by the work of Christ on the 
cross. He died in our stead, bearing 
our own sins in His body. 


Zacchaeus the Publican 

RCHAEOLOGY has thrown much 

light on the publicans, or tax col- 
lectors, of New Testament times.5 ° Zac- 
chzeus’ statement that, “If I have taken 
any thing from any man by false ac- 
cusation, I restore him fourfold” (Luke 
19:8), shows that tax collectors were 
often guilty of extortion and overcharg- 
ing. This is particularly illuminated by 
the discovery of ostraca, which are 
pieces of pottery on which notations are 
written. Several ostraca have been 
found in the excavations which complain 
of the illegal “bleeding” practiced by 
these publicans. Other evidence also 
shows that the charges against these col- 
lectors for taking more than they should 
became such a problem that shortly be- 
fore the time of Christ, an. official let- 
ter was sent by the Roman authorities 
to these publicans. It read, “Do not all 
the time be on the point of levying 
blackmail, nor of slandering, but carry 
on your business according to the 
laws.” Zacchzeus apparently fitted into 
the pattern of tax collectors who were 
dishonest, and now that he had met the 
Lord, he was ready to make things right.

As we read this glorious account, we

Christ, the Son of God hath sent me 
Through the midnight lands;

And yet, this is not all. The story 
of Paul’s successful ministry, if only the 
victories are told, is but half the truth. 
Had not the Lord in the beginning spoke 
thus to Ananias of him: “for I will 
shew him how great’ things he must 
suffer for my name’s sake”?

cast down, but not destroyed” (2 Cor. 
4:8, 9). | DENTIST 

There is much suffering, of course, orrice 
which is not “according to the will of 
God” (1 Pet. 4:19) — much sorrow which 
we bring upon ourselves. Abraham's 
great humiliation in Egypt was the result 
of his attempt to be an “amateur provi- 
dence” for himself and his own. Elijah’s 
sorrow was the product of his foolish 
fear of Jezebel. Jonah’s sad experience 
in the hold of a storm-tossed ship, and 
finally in the belly of the fish, was due 
to his inordinate fear of preaching in 
Nineveh. David’s season of penitential 
heartache had its origin in the day when 
he took his eyes off the Lord and allowed 
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parted from Paul and Barnabas, and 
thereby lost the privilege of accompany- 
ing the great apostle in his missionary 
conquests. 

Suffer as a Christian, beloved, “but 
let none of you suffer as a murderer, 
or as a thief, or as an evildoer, or as a 
busybody iin other men’s matters” (1 
Pet. 4:15, 16). Let no man glory in tribu- 
lation which has been brought about by 
his own carelessness or unbelief or per- 
versity. Neither should we count that 
as godly trial which is merely the re- 
sult of living and not of taking up “his 
cross.” However, “if ye be reproached 
for the name of Christ,” if we are suf- 
fering “according to the will of God,” 
because we have denied ourselves, and 
have taken up our cross and followed 
Him (Luke 9:23), then Peter says, 
“happy are ye; for the spirit of glory 
and of God resteth upon you: on their 
part he is evil spoken of, but on your 
part he is glorified” (1 Pet. 4:14). 

Beloved, let us settle it in our hearts 
once and for all never to think it 
“strange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try ... [us], as though some strange 
thing happened unto .. . [us],” but 
rather to rejoice, to expect it rather than 
to marvel, knowing that we are “ap- 
pointed thereunto,” and that the hand- 
maid of spiritual triumph is trial. 
“Whenever you ripe fields behold, 

Waving aloft their sheaves of gold, 

‘Be sure some corn of wheat has died, 

Some saintly soul been crucified. 

* Someone has suffered, wept, and prayed; 

And fought hell's legions unafraid !”

Sunday, May 26 
2. Our Church and American Life 
(Luke 4:16-21) 


AST week, in the first of this series 
of two topics on “The Church Among 
Uprooted Americans,” we thought par- 
ticularly about the church’s work and 
place in the community. This week our 
eyes are to be lifted to the larger field 
of the land of which our community 
is a part. Has our particular church 
an influence upon our land as a whole? 
There can ‘be no doubt that the Lord 
Jesus intends believers to: reach out 
beyond their own community and to 
witness for Him in the land in which 
they live, and in other lands. You will 
remember that when He was leaving 
His little group of disciples on the Mount 
of Olives, at the time of His ascension, 
He said to them, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you;.and ye shall be witnesses unto 
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me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judza, 
and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth” (Acts 1:8). The ever- 
widening circles of influence of this first 
church reached out to touch the known 
world of that day. Just so, the influence 
of each church today may reach out to 
influence American life, and to carry 
the Good News to foreign lands. 
se 

And what are some of the great issues 
in our national life on which the church 
should make herself heard? It will be 
well for the leader of this particular 
prayer meeting’to ask the group to 
whom he or she is speaking for answers 
to this question, and to list them on the 
blackboard. It will be important to see 
that such great issues as intemperance, 
gambling, juvenile delinquency, desecra- 
tion of the Lord’s Day, the divorce evil, 
and national unrighteousness are in- 
cluded. Certainly it is the responsi- 
bility of every true church of Christ 
to speak out against evil and unright- 
eousness in whatever form and wherever 
it appears. It is the church’s respon- 
sibility to instruct its members concern- 
ing such evils, to urge upon all its 
members a Christian walk consistent 
with the principles laid down in God’s 
Word, and to suggest ways and means in 
which the church may lend its influence 
to combat such evils. In the Temper- 
ance Nuggets found on page 445 in 
this issue of THe Sunpay ScHoo. Times, 
you will note a suggestion as to one 
way in which Christians may voice their 
protest against the ever-increasing ad- 
vertising of intoxicating liquor and to- 
bacco over the radio. Christian young 
people should not remain silent on such 
issues. All too. often, silence will be 
interpreted as approval, or at least in- 
difference.

However, while Christians are to speak 
out against national evils, and to lend 
their.support to those agencies that are 
seeking to combat them, it is important 
to recognize that the first responsibility 
of the church is to preach Christ as 
the only answer to all these problems. 
Even if it were possible to arouse such 
a nation-wide opposition to intemper- 
ance or to divorce, or to the desecration 
of the Lord’s Day as to have such things 
prohibited by law, this would not change 
the hearts of those who desire to’ do 
such ‘things. Only Christ can create 
clean hearts in men, and cause them to 
want to do the right thing. Hence, the 
church must never pefmit herself to be 
diverted, even by worth-while activities, 
from preaching Christ crucified ‘as’ the 
only salvatign for individuals and 
nations. 

se 

The realization of this truth should 
logically bring us to a consideration of 
those groups within the borders of our 
land who especially need. the ‘Gospel 
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and who have had in the past, or who 
at present, have limited opportunities 
to hear it, either by reason of geograph- 
ical location, or scarcity of Christian 
workers, or through some other cause. 

Among such groups, you Will undoubt- 
edly want to include our own American 
Indians, many of whom are living on 
reservations where opportunities for 
hearing the Gospel are, at least, re- 
stricted. In some cases, our own Gov- 
ernment officials oppose missionary ef- 
forts on the ground that Indians should 
be left to their old, traditional (ahd 
pagan) beliefs. We should include also 
white families living in mountain regions 
that are difficult of access; Mexican farm 
laborers that have been imported to 
many sections of our country because 
of labor shortages; natives of our ter- 
ritory, of Alaska, many of whom live 
considerable distances from mission sta- 
tions and churches; farm and orchard 
migrant families that move about our 
country helping to harvest crops, and 
having no permanent church home or 
regular opportunities to hear the Gos- 
pel. Your pastor and denominational 
home missionary society should be able 
to help you learn just what your par- 
ticular denomination is doing to reach 
such groups that need the Gospel, and 
to suggest ways in which your young 
people’s groups can help. You may also 
wish to communicate with the Ameri- 
can Sunday-School Union, 1816 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia 3; the Navajo Bible 
School and Mission, Howard A. Clark, 
supt., Window Rock, Ark.; the Alaska 
Evangelization Society, 7628 S. Morgan 
St., Chicago 20; the Northwest Moun- 
tain Mission, Inc., Mrs. Margaret B. 
Oberg, sec.-treas., McCall, Idaho; and 
Tennessee Mountain Mission, Box 45, 
Dayton, Tenn., all of which are carrying 
on independent work among just such 
underprivileged groups as those named 
above.

Encouraging News from _ Britain.— 
“Plans are being made for opening the 
first of a string of teetotal public houses 
in this country immediately after the 
war. 

“In the variety of their soft drinks the 
new public houses will most nearly re- 
semble the American drug stores and 
soda fountains, but the atmosphere and 
lay out will be modeled on a British 
public house. 

“At present experiments are limited by 
shortage of materials, but research work 
is going on under the supervision of 
Dr. Vernon Charley, head of the research 
department of the soft drinks industry 
at Bristol University.”,—The Scottish 
Temperance Women’s News, Oct., 1945, 
p. 1. 


Norway Renews Temperahce Work.— 
From Europe comes the news that Nor- 
way, despite “the cruelties of the occupa- 
tion and the frightful devastations of 
war,” has not only kept temperance 
work alive but has shown an advance. 
At a recent meeting of the Norwegian 
Abstinence Federation, new principles 
for future conduct of the temperance 
movement were laid down. Local option, 
abolished by Quisling, will be restored. 
The Norwegian abstainers are working 
for the elimination of liquor traffie con- 
trol by private interests in favor of dis- 
interested management, and a request 
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has been made by the Abstinent. Federa- 
tion that no commercial treaty shall con- 
tain a clause which shall limit the Nor- 
wegian people in taking whatever 
legislative measures against alcohdi they 
think advisable. 

While favoring imposition of high 
taxes on alcoholic beverages, the Nor- 
wegians are encouraging consumption of 
nonalcoholic fruit drinks and urging 
housewives to learn to prepare nonalco- 
holic drinks for home consumption. 

An extension of the traffic law already 
in force to impose abstinence on pro- 
fessional chauffeurs is proposed so that 
all drivers of motor vehicles be included. 
Renewed interest is shown in teaching 
temperance in the schools, and itis pro- 
posed that use of films and radio in that 
field be restored. It is further urged 
that military instruction include a con- 


sideration of the alcohol problem. 


State support of popular sports is 
asked for, and an attempt will be made 
to banish use of alcoholic beverages at 
entertainments for young people. This 
would include all public dances. It. is 
finally proposed that no alcoholic bev- 
erages be served at any public assembly 
organized or financially supported by the 
state. We cannot help wishing that 
America were showing such aggressive 
temperance work !—Letter from Interna- 
tional Bureau Against Alcohol, Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland.
